Maysvllle Is sitting on two kegs of 
powder, eiUior one of whioh or both 
are liable to Mtptode at any time, ac- 
cording to Dr. l>. L. Lumsden, Assist- 
ant Surgeon General of the United 
States Public Health Service, In bis 
address before tliu members of the 
Mason County Health League at their 
annual meeting presided over by Iho 
President, Hon. H. P. Purnell, and 
held at the Cdurt House Tuesday even- 
ing. 

These two kegs of powder are the 
pity's Impure water supply and Insuf- 
ficient sewerage system, according to 
the expert. Dr. Lumsden spoke very 
interestingly abciut the sanitary con- 
dition of Mnaon county Mylng that 
this county was- one of the model 
counties of the country and to make 
it the model eoimty of the entlri coun- 
try. Dr. Lumsden made only two sug- 
gestions but they were big ones which 
have been facing the city oSciala and 
the city Health Department for many 
years. . 

Dr. Lumsden made three sugges- 
tions, which. If followed out, he said 
would give to Maysvllle a flrsl class 

water system. They were (1) larger 
re'^ervolrs (2) fllterhiK plant (3) 
chloride nlant. Ttu> latter we linye so 
that there are but iwu iniprox onient.4 
to be made to tjive (lie city nooil wat- 
er. He spoke of the thirteen sewers 
which enter into the river above the 
intake of the water works and salil 
that, of course, this made the water 
worse but he said the water was unfit 
to drink even If these sewers did not 
empty into the river above the intake 
pipe. 

Dr. Lumsden also reOommeaded to 
the house wives that they learn some- 
thing about their, milk supply and 
iirgedjipon them to oall upon' Dr. Rice 
the city, county, state and federal 
health oflleer, for this Information. 

Miss Marlon Williamion, State Su- 
pervising Nuree, made a very Interest- 
ing talk In which she said that the oth- 
er counties of the state of Kentucky 
were looking to Mason county In 
health work She toUl intei estingiy of 
the health iniinovement.s In the moun- 
tain cuuiitieH of the state and of the 
spread of the Public Health Nursing 
system In Kentucky. 

Dr. .McCormack, Secretary of the 
State Board of Health, was called 
away and wa.s unable to appear on the 
program but In his place Dr. P. B. 
Blaokerby, State Registrar of Vital 
Statistics, spoke assuring the people 
of the hearty cooperation of the State 
Board of Health aad beapeaUng the 
support of the people of Mason Coun> 
ty Health League. 

Miss ABBle if. Casey's annual report 
gave the hearers some Idea of the big- 
ness of the Health League's work and 
showed that the officials of the Health 
Department are kept busy every hour 
In every day. 

Dr. James M. Cochran's report of 
the finances of the League, showed 
that the money affairs were in good 
cqndltlon. 

The musical part of the program 
was by no means the smallest part. 
Many were attracted by the opportun- 
ity to hear the splendid musicians ad- 
vertised. Mrs. Alfred Peed and Miss 
Elizabeth Barbour sang a beautiful 
duet while Miss Barbour's solo with 
Mr. Robwt Straus playing a violin 
obllgato, was one of the big features 
of the program. Chiliiran from the 
publie aohools who are members of 
the Modera Health Onuadere, sang a 
very pretty little boaith aoag. 

Dr. J. H. Hloo, Uaaon eonaty's new 
full time Health OBoer, epoke only a 
few moments urging that all land him 
support In oarrying est the recom- 
mendations of the Federal Health De- 
partment head. 

That every one is pleased with the 
preeent management of the League is 
shown by the unanimous re-election 
of the old Board at dlreetoro aad of- 
fleers.

Is understood now to be an asstired 
fact. It was reported at one time that 
County Attorney I*. B. Martin, Graves 
county, would get the third place on 
the commission, and Auditor Oreeno 
would lose oflt. Thl* report, however, 
has been set at Nit by the asaurtace 
of Mr. Martin's itriends that he is 
slated to Buoceed Ohatrman R. 0. P. 
Thomas, of the MinjH-kmen's Compensa- 
tion Board. 

Chairman Thouiiw Is the four-year 
member of the orii^al hoard, the only 
one remaining on it. His term will 
expire next April, 1920, as he was ap- 
pointed In April, ]91fi. by Governor 
Stanley. Chairman Thomas lives at 
Bowling Oreen. 

With Mr. Martin out of the way, 
there Is no one besides Auditor Greene 
mentioned for the Tax Commission. 
The faet that no appointment has been 
made In the twenty-two days elapsing 
since the appointment berame due Is 
an added indication, since Ben D 
Rlngo, Owensboro, was promptly re- 
appointed when his term expired. 

Under the aot of 1918, the Auditor 
ceases with the<, end of the present 
term to be ex officio member of the 
commission and ttie CtoveiSbr Is au- 
thorised to appoint on July 1 a third 
member of the oommlsalon to take the 
place of the Auditor as soon as he 
qualifies. 

If anyone else was to be appointed 
there would be no need of delay; but 
if Auditor Greene is to be appointed 

ho first will have to re?isn and it I; 
conjuertiired that this will not lie done 
until after the primary and that f!ov. 
Black will appoint tils sviccessor the 
Demotratic nominee for Auditor.

This has caused an increased 
deposit In banks and an inorease for 
ihe I )cal merchants.

Washington.— Expediency and lioi 
principle Is the cause of the secret 
treaty by which Qreat Britain and the 
United States agree to the assistance 
of France should she again be endan- 
gered, according to the view of many 
senators who are taking, part In the 
debate on the league of nations and 
the peace treaty. 

Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, for- 
merly the Democratic chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, was 
so shocked when he heard the news 
of the pact, that he said he regarded 
it as unnecessary but might vote for 
it because the negotiations had gone 
\o far that It might be embarasslng to 
withdraw from the agreement. This 
ifter he had repeatedly said on the 
door of the Senate that the old order 
:)f tilings had been done away with by 
the league of nations covenant and 
that under It there could no longer be 
any balance ot power In European af- 
fairs.. In Itaelf the permanent alliance 
between the three powers, for that is 
what It Is taken to amount to. is a 
concession that wars will occur In the 
future and Is In agreement with Pres- 
ident's statement at the now famous 
White House dinner before his return 
to Europe that the league covenant 
would not prevAit future conflicts. 

Senator Hitchcock, however, comes 
to the President's rescue with the old 
"German propaganda" bugaboo. "If 
the ITnited States refused to ratify the 
pact," he said to your correspondent." 
Germany mlgiit interpret that action 
as the serving of notice that we would 
not go to the aid ot France in case ot 
an attack, and she might govem ^er 
attitude accordingly." 

As the Senator, who is the leader In 
the Senate of President Wilson's fight 
to ratify the peace treaty and the 
covenant as they are. argued recently 
that the league would not accomplish 
much and therefore is a good thing, 
so he now says that while the triple 
alliance between Great Britain, the 
United States and France is not un- 
constltutlonU, stUl it will not be bind- 
ing upon any <utvre Congress and 
therefore should be ratified. "It 
would," he said, "be. lor any future 
coBiresB to dtarmlna whether the 
attack upon Franoe was provoked or 
unprovoked."

I'rvKldeut of Organization AgaluNt 
Adopting League uf Nations Ex- 
plains Why Plans Is 

Opiiosefl. 

Washington — The real issue on the 
Li agiie of .Nations lies between who 
honestly believe that without radical 
amendments the proposed covenant 
will make a war league and those who 
are trying to prevent such amend- 
menta by placing parliamentary flght 
by George Wharton Pepper, chairman 
of the board of directors of the League 
for the Preservation -of American In- 
dependence — the organisation oppos- 
ing the proposed League' -of Naitlons 
covenant. 

"It la proving easy" Mr. Pepper says, 
"to satisfy Intelligent Americans of 
three things: 

"Fii'.-^t: That we should roservi' our 
right to reject the rcconiiiH^ndationH of 
the ICxecu'tive Cniincil. or o fihe As- 
sembly, and should not covenant to ac- 
cept their decisions even when unani- 
mous. 

"Second: That questions of inter- 
national law should be decided by a 
high court of Justice and not by the 
kind ot political tribunal that is to- 
day attempting to despoil China ot 
Shantung. / 

"Third: That the United States 
should decline to underwrite the new 
boundarjr lines of the world and to 
guarantee foreign nations the terrl 
tory with which they have gorged 
themselves by means of the peace 
treaty.
